If the regults are not what he would 
wish or the rest of the community | 
think they ought to be he can never- 
theless not be hauled into court and 
have his method of trea:ment and his 
school of theught tested by the disci- 
ples or experts of some other school — 
or belief.”” 

Of course, German law may differ | 
from Ameérican law, even in its rela- 
tion to scienea and religion, but it is 
not probable that such a barrier to 
progress as the judgment in question 
indicates. will be erécted in any civ- 
ilized country.

In the very next breath Lord Rosebery asserts 
that old Europe is disappegring, never to return, 
in its present shape. No treaties will be made 
hereafter without first obtaining some guarantee 
of their observance. “The signature of Germany 
to a document of any kind,” he said, would have 
little value within any measurable time.” But 
this distrust would extend to all nations, be- 
cause no nation would feel itself safe without 
some material guarantee of its own. This ulti- 
mately meant force.” 

Force! The world’s peace is to be guaranteed 
by force. Treaties are to be backed not by good 
faith and friendship among nations, but by host- 
ages held by force. And yet Lord Rosebery depre- 


cates the prudence and foresight of the United 
States in getting ready for the new era!

ING FERDINAND of Bulgaria 

has adopted a new flag, or rather 

K national standard, the alterations 

being very significant. The new 

flag, which has been issued to all 

the regiments of the Bulgarian army, 

consists of a double headed eagle, with a 

large F, surmounted by an imperial 
crown. a 

Now the double headed eagle ie the 
emblem of the ancient empire of ByZan- 
tium, adopted by Emperor Justiniar in 
the sixth century, after his generalissimo 
Belisarius had conquered Italy and 
Roman Africa, in order to demonstrate 
that he vag not only emperor of the orient 
but had likewise become ruler of the occi- 
dent. The imperial emblem, both of the 
Roman emperors and of the Byzantine 
emperors, had been until then the single 
headed eagle. 

When the Byzantine empire was over- 
thrown by the Turks in the fifteenth een- 
rey double headed eagle was as- 
sumed for the first time by the emperors 
of the Holy Roman empire, who claimed 
to be the successors of the Byzantine em- 
perors; and ever since it has been the 
heraldic emblem of the reigning house ot 
7 a 


— 


But the czars of Moscow also claimed 
to be the lawful successors of the Bysan- 
tine emperors, on the ground that the 
home of orthodoxy had been transformed 
from Constantinople to Moscow, and 
from that time forth, that is to say from 
the end of the fifteenth century, the dou- 
ble headed eagle has likewise been the 
heraldic emblem of the emperors of Rus- 
sia. 

The recent assumption by the Bulgarian 
King Ferdinand of the double headed 
eagle serves to corroborate the story ac- 
cording to which Emperor William has 
purchased the support of Bulgarla in the 
present war by the promise which he has 
made to him of establishing him at Stam- 
boul as emperor of 4 new Byzantium, 
which is to include not only*all of Bul- 
garia but also the greater part of Serbia 
and a portion of Greece, which, like Tur- 
key, is to receive territorial compensation 
elsewhere. f | 

King Ferdinand has never made any 
secret of his dream of eventually reiga- 
ing at Constantinople as emperor and of 
being crowned as such in the mosque of 
St. Sophia, restored to Christian worship. 
He has even been subjected to no end of 
chaff and bantér by his German and 
French relatives about the matter. He 
now looks to the kaiser for the realiza- 
tion of his dream.

Robert e Bourboulon, a French noble- 
man who for over twenty years served 
King Ferdinand at Sofia, first as cham- 
berlain afd then as grand master of his 
court, has just addressed a letter to the 
French newspepers, in whieh he gn- 
nounces the complete severance of all his 
relations with his former royal master, 
as the result of the latter's having taken 
up arms against the native land of lls 
mother, namely, old Duchess Clementine 
of Coburg, who, a4 ea daughter of King 
Louis Philippe of France, was a princess 
of that country. 

Robert de Bourboulon formerly de- 
longed to the department of foreign at- 
fairs at Paris, and, being a nephew ot 
that Comte de Rlancey who was prin- 
. cipal private secretary of the late Duc de 
Nemours, attracted the favorable atten- 
fon of the latter and was recommended 
by him to his nephew Ferdinand, then 
prince and now king of Bulgaria: In re 
spohse to an invitation of Ferdinand, 
Robert de Bourboulon abandoned his di- 
plomatic career in France and joined the 
royal household at Sofia.

No man could be more fitted for the lead- 
ership of a scheme of this kind, since he 
is a living example of what can be ac- 
complished by a cripple, even by one who 
has lost his right arm. 

All the innumerable concerts which he 
has given have always been for the sake 
of charity, toavhich he has contributed in 
this fashion no less than 5,000,000 crowns. 

Abbé Liszt was one of the greatest ad- 
mirers and closest friends of this finest 
type of a great Magyar noble and terri- 
torial magnate, and at hie death be- 
queathed to the count a number of val- 
uable papers, among them a sealed pack- 
age, which was not to be opened until} 
ten years after his death.

SENATOR DU PONT SAYS ARMY 
NOT LARGE ENOUGH, 

Winterthur, Del., Nov. 17.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.J—Although the discipline 
and instruction of our regular army, small 
as it is, are excellent, it is very far from 
having been “ efficiently built up. Itis 
not at all a well balanced force, the pro- 
portion of artillery to the other arma of 
the service being ridiculously low and 
far beneath that of any foreign nation 
which pretends to have a respectable 
military establishment. 

So far as coast artillery is concerned, 
there are hardiy haif enough soldiers to 
man the guns with which the government 
at immense cost has equipped pur sea- 
coast fortifications. 

Then, too, we would require a great 
many more guns of larger caliber and 
longer range both for seacoast defense 
and for siege purposes. 


y Turning now to the navy, we have « 


number of excellent battleships, but are 
wholly deficient in submarine and auxil- 
lary vessels of all descriptions, and the 
discipline of the navy, in the opinion of 
those who are considered competent to 
judge, has been seriously impaired by the 
unwise administration of the present sec- 
retary. | 

As to the responsibility for this state of 
affairs, congress as a whole is reaponsi- 
ble, inasmuch as for the last ten years 
at least it has usually failed to vote 
the appropriations for which the warand 
navy departments have asked. In this 
responsibility, however, the senate has e 
much less share than the house of repre- 
sentatives. There la no dlsgulsing the fact 
fhat the Democratic party, while in con- 
trol of the house for several sessions past, 
has uniformly opposed any increase of 
the army and has permitted only a very 
small increase in the number of ships of 
the navy.

The soften- 
ing was due to degeneration of the nerve 
tissues.

Salt Lake City, Utah., Nov. 19.—Joseph 
Hillstrom, the I. W. W. agitator, con- 
victed of the murder of John G. Morrison, 
4 grocer and his son Arling, was executed 
by shooting at the state penitentiary here 


today.

choose between hanging and shooting. 

Five militiamen, four of them with 
loaded rifles, lined up in front of Hill- 
strom, who was strapped in a chair, and 
at his order, given simultaneously with 
one from the sheriff, “ Fire! Let her go!” 
four bullete penetrated the target over 
the convicted man's heart, at 7:41 o'clock, 
He died instantly, “like a man,” as us 
promised. 


Nervous Collapse in Cell. 

Although he wae self-possessed and as- 
serted his innocence when he faced his 
executioners, Hillstrom had a sensational 
nervous collapse just previously, when he 
tie@ the door of his cell at the state prison 
with strips torn from his blankets and 
| foumht the guards fiercely with the han- 
dle of a broom he had snatched from an 
attendant in the corridor. 

Finally he was subdued, blindfolded, 
and led to the place af execution. He wan 
quickly adjusted to the- death e 
the squad fired. 

Hilllstrom’s body was claim by Ed! 
Rowan, secretary of the local Industrial 
Workers of the World organization, who 
said it would be sent to William D. Hay- 
wood next Monday for burial in Chicago. 


Calls Hillstrom Innocent. 
Seattle, Wash., Nov. 19.—The police are 
looking for William Busky, who affixed 
his cross to an affidavit to the effect that 
he was with Joseph Hillstrom from 2 
o'clock in the afternoon to 10 o'clock at 
night on Jan. 10, 1914, when the Morrison 
murder took place in Salt Lake City. The 
general belief at police headquarters is 
thet the Industrial Workers used Busky 
in a desperate effort to stay the execution

Here’s Sercombe’s Statement. 
The statement made by Mr. Sercombe 
was addressed to Ralph C. Otis, chairmaa 
of the committee on buildings and 
grounds, and read:

“ Well, where did you hear that figure 
of 3507"' persisted Joseph A. Holpuch. 

‘I heard it in discussions on the teach- 
ing of sex hygiene,’ said Mr. Sercombe. 
1 heard it at more than one meeting. 
I think it came from one of the woman 
physicians. Mrs. Meder said she heard it 
several times, too.“ 

No action was taken by the committee. 
Mr. Otis, the chairman, said he thought 
the discussion ought to be discontinued 
and the matter was drgpped. 

I do not believe th is any sex im- 
‘morality in the public high schools, said 
Mrs. Young to the committee. “ I'd like 
to explain. I have tatked to one of the 
members of the vice commission appoint- 
ed by former Mayor Busse. He said that 
whenever their investigators went into a 
disreputable house the young girls would 
always say, I was a high school girl.’ 
When it was followed down it was found 
not to be true.” 

Pete After Publicity? 

This is vit Mr. Sercombe had to say 
about the painful duty act of Coroner 
Hoffman, who discharged him from the 
office’ of coroner's statistician: . ' 

“The coroner saw his opportunity to 
get some publicity for himself. He didn't 
wait to see me or to make any inquiry. 
It is known in the coroner's office that he 
objects strenuously to any dne having 
any publicity but himself. | 

„Like Ella Flagg Young, who sacrificed 
all the high school pupils in Chicago to 
get a little publicity for herself, Coroner 
Hoffman would sacrifice any one in his 
office to get publicity for himself. I wrote 
every letter for thé coroner's signature. 
every important document sent out from 
his office, and all his public speeches, and 
I am author of every bit of reading mat- 
ter and statistics in his biennial report. I 
faid the stenographer out of my own 
pocket, The report would not have been 
written if I had not paid her. The cor- 
oner has never given me a word of credit 
or anything I have done in his office.”

Federal Officials Collect 


$2,925 Taxes and Penal- 
ties in Two Months. 


taxes and penalties on compromised reve- 
nue violations in Chicago in the last two 
months. Offers of compromise have been 
made in close to 180 cases. These are 
violations which never reach the courts 
under the peculiar provisions of federal 
revenue laws by which offenses may be 
compromised by money payments. : 

Most of the offenses were committed by 
saloonkeepers, who were caught reusing 
and refilling bonded whisky bottles with- 
out destroying the revenue stamps. 

Saloonkeepers. however, are not the 
only offenders, aceording to Lin W. Price, 
assistant district attorney in charge of 
revenue cases. There are many pending 
cases of failure te stamp wine and cordial 
bottles under the war revenue act.

Here are some of the offenders in that 
class who have made offers of compro- 
mise:

KEPT ON STAND ENTIRE DAY. 


Barney Bertsche again occupied the 
witness stand during the whole day's 
hearing yesterday at the trial of John J. 
Halpin, former chief of detectives. 

His testimony was mostly a repetition of 
that given on Thursday, but he went more 
into detail. Besides asserting that he ha⸗ 
paid Halpin $200 a month regularly for s 
year and a half, he testified tc three spe- 
cific occasions on which payments of pro- 
tection money were made. One payment 
of $500, he said, was made at the New 
Southern hotel in January, 1913, and the 


$100 was forwarded by registered mall 
to the police official, who was then in Hot 
Springs, Ark. The third donation, he tes- 
tified, was $1,000, Halpin's share of the 
Kirby swindle. 


Cross Examination Today. 

The direct examination will be com- 
pleted shortly after court convenes this 
morning, when, Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Frank Johnston Jr. announced, 
Bertsche will be turned over to Attorney 
John E. Nerthup forcrossexaminaticn. 

James M. Ryan, member of the cla r- 
voyant trust and one of the state's wit- 


inesses, was served with a notice of divorce 


proceedings started by his wife, Mrs. 
Edith B. Voorhees Ryan, while he was 
waiting to be called to testify. The suit 
was filed in Lusk, Wyo. 


Identifies Checks. 

When Bertsche first took the stand he 
identified checks ranging from $40 to 
$400 paid him for protection by Doc 
Russell and Frank Ryan under the aliases 
of W. H. Stone and Robert L. Milton. 
He then told of an alleged conversation 
with Halpin in the Lambe’ café in July, 
1012. in which the captain told him Al 
Thomas, a New York detective, knew . 
Jimmy Ryan. The following month, 
Bertsche testified, he received $400 from 
Jimmy Ryan through the latter's brother. 
Frank, for the privilege of being allowed 
to open a clairvoyant parlor at 204 North 
State street. 

Bertsche then related how he had cut 
‘Doc’ Russells halr and had ordered 
Walter O’Brien, former detective, to 
chase both Russell and Hildebrand. an- 
other clairvoyant, out ot town. The test!- 
mony then switched to the case of Dr. 
William T. Kirby, who was swindled out 
of $20,000 on a fake horse race through a 
wire tapping game run by John Stro- 
snider and confederates. Bertsche said 
he went to the detective bureau in No- 
vember, 1912, and offered Halpin 10 per 
cent, $2,000, but that the chief of detec- 
tives took only half and instructed him 
to turn the rest over to Detective Walter 
(“ Caroline "') O’Brien. 

“Red Book” in Evidence. 

The “red book,” a record cf the 
“ suckers,” which was obtained dy Big 
Bill ” Egan and John Dempeey in a raid 
on Harry Waite's place at 1316 Michi- 
gan avenue, was identified by Bertsche 
and introduced in evidence. Bertsche 
said he called Egan to his saloon, told 
him to let the Ryans alone, and paid 
him 8800 for the book. Ryan wented 
better protection, he said. so he asked 
Halpin to meet him at the New Southern 
hotel, where he paid $500. Halpin prom- 
ised him there would be no more troubis, 
Slang Confuses Judge.
